“ The Chicago fire department service and 
general equipment has been gradually de- 
teriorating since the year 1887. It has not 
kept pace with the rapid growth and ad- 
vancement of the city, nor has the depart- 
ment improved toanyextent. Thisis.caused 
by the refusal of the city councit to appro- 
priate sufficient money for the maintenance 
of this branch of the city service. Large 
areas of the city are without adequate fire 
protection. At the present time there are

“Chicago's greatest immediate need is for

of thirty-six inch pipe, 2,800 feet of twenty- 
four inch pipe, 61,200 feet of twelve inch pipe, 
and 237,200 feet of eight inch pipe, with con- 
necting valves on the gridiron system, the_ 
piping with the required number of double 
and triple hydrants’ to be advantageously 
located. Owing to a disagreement between 
the advisory board experts hydraulic en- 
gineer the plans have been disapproved. 


‘History of Present Movement. 


“In 1902 a commission was appointed by the 
mayor to consider this subject, and the com- 
mission appointed an advisory board of in- 
purance engineers, of which W. 8S. Robinson 
was chairman. This advisory board spent 
much time during the summer of 1902 out- 
lining a complete system of high pressure 
water districts. The advisory board made 
its report to the high pressure commission, 
which adopted the report and incorporated if 
as a part of the report of the commission tc 
the mayor and common council. In July, 
1908, an ordinance was passed by the common 
council creating a permanent high pressure 
water commission for a term of two years, 
which commission was charged with the 
duty of putting into execution the ideas 
outlined by the advisory board of experts: 

** The ordinance as reported by the original 
high pressure water commission was amend- 
ed by the common council in two respects: 
First, enough aldermen were added to the 
commission to give them a majority; sec- 
end, the power of appointing a hydraulic 
engineer was taken from the commission 
and lodged with the mayor.

Maximoft 
boarded the Goyo Maru, took possession of 
the papers and flag, and then sent the steam- 
er to the, bottom with a torpedo. The tor- 
pedo boats forthwith rejoined the squadron, . 
after four hours’ absence, 


_ Japanese Transport Sighted. _ 
The Russian squadron returned to Viadi- 
vostok,- and late during the night of April 
26 started on another expedition. At 6 
o’clock in the evening of April 27, when 800 
miles’ out, the squadron sighted a Japanese 
steamer with war stores on board. The crew, 
consisting of fifteen Coreans and twelve 
Japanese, -were placed in safety and the 
steamer was sunk by a pyroxylin cartridge 
fired from the Gromoboi by Lieut.

The crew of the transport then recognized 
their mistake and began to lower boats and 
steam pinnaces with the greatest haste and 
endeavored to eseape, but the Russian steam 
cutters captured them all.

A late conference between the 
two resulted at 2:15 o’clock this morning in 
Rector finally submitting to the demands of 
his partner for a fair settlement of the busi- 
ness. 

Consequently the injunction and receiver- 
ship suit will not be pushed. 

In the petition filed in the Superior court 
Mr. Stites alleged that Mr. Rector owed the 
company $80,000, withdrawn from the busi- 
ness, and for which no accounting has been 
given. 

Start of the. Difficulty. 


1900, with a capital stock of $100,000, divided 
into 1,000 shares, of which Charles E. Rector 
holds 665, George W. Rector of New York 1, 
and Mr. Stites 334. The secretary was pre- 
pared to charge that the one share of stock 
was given in order to enable the holder to 
act as a director under the “ influence and 
control” of his father. : 
In July, 1902, because the required annual 
report was not filed, the secretary of state 
canceled the company’s charter, and Mr.

“The chief trouble with American com-. 


posers,’’ he writes, “‘ is an ambition that o’er- 


leaps itself.” 


And he commends Nevin for his reserve; 


for being content to be the “ master of his 


genre.”” McDowell he places first among his 
contemporaries for piano composition; in 
chamber music Chadwick “ has achieved the 
best that America can show today ’’; Mrs. 
Beach has been responsible “for the most 
important work ever done by an American 
woman.”’ 

Mr. Elson geherous with his 
biographical pages, and he has written with 
an open mind and a tolerant spirft. The 
faults of his book appear to have been those 
of haste. Had another year's work been 
put on it, the inexcusable slighting of cer- 
tain branches of his subject, the slighting 
mention of nfusical events that should have 
been dilated upon, would not have occurred.

Thomas has made Chicago prominent musi- 
cally among western cities. This is an at- 
titude of easy negligence which men aé- 
quainted with the subject—Herr Richard 
Strauss, for example—would not indorse. 


|The truth of the matter is the Chicago or- 
chestra has been made incomparable.

The frequency of musical festivals of a 
high class in western and southern towns 
and the devotion of certain e1ithusiasts to 
the cause of popularizing classical music 
would have been a good theme for a portion 
of a chapter. The musical activities of 
Milwaukee are not so much as mentioned. 
The annual festival at Spartapburg, South 
Carolina, visited by thousands of music lov- 
ers from mountains, plantations, and little 
villages, was probably unknown to Mr. El- 
son; as was, likely enough, the May musical 
week at Ann Arbor, Mich.

It 
contains historical and ‘biographical matter 
never before put in print, and serves to 
round out-the history of that mad and ter- 
rible epoch.

It is hardly possible to believe that the au- 
thor of “ The Open Question ” and of “ The 
Magnetic North ” are one and the same per- 
son. “The Open Question” was a problem 
novel touching upon the subject of the right 
ef consumptives to marry. It wasa powerful 
setting forth of the question—morbid, per- 


haps, but none the less powerful. The ques- 


toin, however, was not answered. All the 
pros and cons were given by the author, but 
the reader was left to make up hisown mind. 

“The Magnetic North” is as unlike “ The 
Open Question” as “ Robinson Crusoe” is 
unlike an Ibsen play. Miss Robins’ new novel 
is a story of adventure. There is not a prob- 
lem in it. -“* The Open Question ” was more 
or less morbid;. “The Magnetic North” 


- eould not be less so if it had set out with that 


purpose in view. Miss Robins is the last per- 
son that one would expect to write a story of 
adventure, particularly where the adventures 
recorded are mostly her own experience. I 
can hardly imagine a woman less fitted, 


| mentally and physically, for roughing it in 


the Kiondike than Elizabeth Robins, and yet 
she did rough it in that region as thoroughly 
as most men have done. I believe Miss Rob- 
4ns’ object in going to the Klondike was 
more .o be with her brother than for the pur- 
pose of seeking material for a novel; but 
whatever her object she went, and came near 
dying from the results of the hard life and 
exposure to the cold. After her return tothe 
east she was taken down with typhoid fever, 
from which she had barely recovered when 
she was laid low again with the same disease. 
She is now, however, Iam-happy to say, full 
restored. Since her return from the Klof- 
dike she played a successful engagement in 
London in Mr. Alexander's production of 
“Francesca da Rimini.’’ At the present 
time she is in Germany, but she will probably 
returm to her home in London some time dur- 
ing the coming summer. Miss Robins, by 
the way, is an American. She was born in 
Louisville, Ky., and educated in Zanesville, 
©. She acted at one time with Edwin Booth, 
and then she went to England, where she has 
lived ever since, and where she became iden- 
tified with the Ibsen drama, of which she is 
probably the best interpreter. , 


“The Magnetic North,” as I have said be- 
fore, is a story of adventure. It is virile and 
at times powerful. It is called a novel, but 
it tf really more a story of adventure, for 
novels, as I understand it, have heroes and 
heroines about whom a tale is woven. There 
are interesting people in Miss Robins’ story, 
but there is not enough of them to make 
them its heroes or heroines, I think her in- 
tention being more to describe the life in the

story.

“ THE SONS O’ CORMAC,” by Aldis Dun- 
bar (Longmans, Green & Co.), is a cluster 
of Irish fairy tales as charming as any that 
have ever been told.

“The Frontiersmen,”’ by Charles Egbert

“THE FRONTIERSMEN,” by Charles 
Egbert Craddock (Mary M. Murfree), is a 
book of short stories of the Cherokee Indians 
swho used to dwell in the regions about the 
Great Smoky mountains. 

That their author is thoroughly well versed 
in the legends and traditions of the country 
is apparent, and her imagination fills in the 
space of years between now and then, until 
the woods are peopled with their early in- 
habitants, as brave, as cunning, as supersti- 
tious as they were in the early eighteenth 
century. Nearly all the stories have white 
characters in them; those brave, adventur- 
ous, large figures which loom on that dim, 
half forgotten horizon of pioneer days. 

George Cable’s ‘‘ Strange True Stories of 
Louisiana” have much in common with 
these stories. Both of them give the same 
impression of absolute veracity, and they 
have about them the same mysterious, old 
world atmosphere, as if an ancient ‘jewel 
had been unearthed and brought to light, 
still shining with its former brilliancy.

New York, April 29.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say:

RAILROADS GAIN $300,000,000 
BY FREIGHT RATE INCREASES. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Re- 
ports Enormous Advance in Reve- 
nue for Four Years, Half Clear Profit. 


The interstate commerce commission has 
issued a special: report on, freight rate ad- 
vances due to changes in classification. It 
deals with the increases made from 18090 to 
1908. The official or eastern classification 
originates nearly 65 per cent of the total ton- 
nage of the country. The actual advances

The aggregate increase for the years 1899 
to 1908, inclusive, by advance of rates is 
6 per cent. Such an increase, the commission 
Says, amounts to an enormous aggregate, 
the total for the four years being more than 
$300,000,000. | 

According to the figures of the commission, 
the advance in rates gave to the railroads 


$300,000,000 more revenue, but more than half. 
of this was absorbed by the increased ex-. 


penses. 

The net gain of the railroads was only 
$153,000,000, covering the period of four years. 
That would be at the rate of about $40,000,- 
000 a year, or approximately 9 per cent of the 
net earnings in 1899.
